Tobacco farmers who signed 
contracts with cigarette makers 
late last year have been surprised 
in the last month by the compa- 
nies’ unilateral reductions in the 
amount they will buy, and in 
some cases outright elimination 
of their contracts, according to a 
story by reporter Kara Keeton of 
The Farmer’s Pride, a farmer-ori- 
ented newspaper based in Co- 
lumbia, Ky. 

“In the last several months, 
the tobacco economy has 
changed dramatically,” Keeton 
reports. “The global economic 
downturn, increasing foreign 
supplies of lower quality to- 
bacco, tax increases, smoking re- 
strictions, health issues, shifts to 
smokeless tobacco products, in-

Approximately 46 people at-

Food stamp 
clients getting 
more benefits 

Kentucky food stamp recipi- 
ents will see an increase in their 
monthly benefits starting this 
month. 

The influx of food stamp 
funding is part of the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act 
of 2009, also known as the fed- 
eral stimulus package. 

Gov. Steve Beshear said the 
extra funding is a boost for en- 
tire communities. 

“Food stamp recipients get 
the primary benefit of this in- 
crease,” Beshear said. “But when 
we consider that the money goes 
to local businesses that employ 
local workers, we see that this 
increase is doing a lot of good 
for many Kentuckians.” 

The Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services Department for 
Community Based Services ad- 
ministers the state food stamp 
program, which is funded by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. 

As of April 1, food stamp ben- 
efits to most households in- 
creased by 13.6 percent. For ex- 
ample, a family of four receiv- 
ing food stamp benefits may now 
receive up to $668 per month. 

Food stamp benefits are pro- 
vided to qualifying individuals 
and families monthly on elec- 
tronic benefits transfer (EBT) 
cards. EBT cards work like debit 
or credit cards, and account fund- 
ing is updated automatically. 

Each county has a Depart- 
ment for Community Based Ser- 
vices office that accepts applica- 
tions for food stamps.

OK’d by PSC 

The state Public Service 
Commission last week approved 
a 7 percent rate increase for East 
Kentucky Power Corporation to 
offset the costs of building and 
operating a new electric genera- 
tor at its H. L. Spurlock power 
plant near Maysville. The new 
unit No. 4 went on line a day last 
week. 

Average residential rates for 
electricity will increase between 
$5.60 and $6.75 per month. 

The new coal-fired unit can 
generate enough power for 
140,000 of the half-million cus- 
tomers supplied by East Ken- 
tucky Power. 

The $528 million unit is ex- 
pected to produce less air pollu- 
tion and can burn other fuels be- 
sides coal. A four-year pilot pro- 
gram involving switchgrass is 
beginning at the plant in partner- 
ship with the University of Ken- 
tucky College of Agriculture and 
local farmers. 

East Kentucky Power plans to 
build a similar unit at the J. K. 
Smith Station in Clark County if 
regulators approve the project.

“quality of the leaf and delivery 
of contracted pounds” in prior 
years. 

Companies began contracting 
with growers before the federal 
tobacco program of quotas and 
price supports was repealed in 
2004, but the end of price sup- 
ports eliminated most hurley auc- 
tions and left growers at the 
mercy of the companies, as they 
were before the program began 
during the Great Depression. 
“We knew this was coming; we 
didn’t know when,” Kentucky 
grower Ray Tucker of Shelby 
County told The Farmer’s Pride. 

The Burley Tobacco Growers 
Cooperative Association buys 
leaf, but is unable to offer con- 
tracts, and the auction market is 
pure risk without price supports, 
Keeton notes, quoting University 
of Kentucky tobacco economist 
Will Snell: “Unlike other crops 
that might have access to safety 
net measures of the Farm Bill or 
futures markets, tobacco farmers 
have no way to manage price risk 
other than through contractual 
agreements, primarily with mul- 
tinational tobacco companies. At 
this time there is limited commu- 
nication within the industry, no 
market news to report prices re- 
ceived, no federal grading, and 
minimal public data and analy- 
sis for growers. 

Emery Dalesio of The Asso- 
ciated Press notes, “For genera- 
tions, tobacco growers were a 
protected class, as lawmakers 
across the South defended the 
golden leaf as stridently as poli- 
ticians from Michigan and New 
York do automakers and Wall 
Street. It remains a huge busi- 
ness: The tobacco crop in North 
Carolina alone, where farmers 
produce nearly half the value of 
the entire U.S. output, was worth 
$686 million last year. But law- 
makers don’t look out for Big 
Tobacco as they once did.” 

AP failed to explain the main 
reason: Since the program was 
repealed, there are many fewer 
tobacco farmers. Their individual 
crops are larger, but their small 
numbers give them little politi- 
cal clout. Kentucky, which once 
has more than 50,000 growers, 
now has about 5,000.
